cond, The Lordof Hoſts, 8c. ** 
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Our Firſt Head is Grounded on this Principle That 
the beſt Cauſe in the World cannot avoid Sinking 
if God be not in the midſt of thoſe who de- 
fend it, That the moſt pure and orthodox Chureli 
falls to Ruin and becomes a Prey to Hereticks and 
Idolaters if God is no longer with her. It may 
be objected that this Preſence of God is not 
ſuch, a ſingular Privilege, that it is a natural 
Conſequence of his adorable Attributes. He would 
not be a Soveraign and perfect Being, if he were not 
in Babylon as well as Jeruſalem, and in the Armies 
of NMoab and Amaleꝶ as in the Camp of Iſreel. The.

So ma- 
ny Augury's, Expiations, and Sacrifices which 
were offered before their Battles proceeded from 
the ſame. Original. The Legionary Soldiers al- 
ways Marched in the Van with the Pikes on 
which were the Eagles and the Images of thoſe 
Emperours whom they adored as Gods. After 
Chriſtianity had aboliſh'd this Idolatry, Yet to 
let the Souldiers ſee what neceſſity there was 
for the Preſence of God, what dependance they 
had on him, and how their Armies was - under 
his protection, Conſtantine repreſented the Croſs 
in the Standard which was called Labarum and 
that Croſs which had brought the Roman Eagles 
againſt Ungrateful Jeruſalem, took the Place 
from thoſe very Eagles, when the Emperours 
became Chriſtians. But more eſpecially this Prin- 
ciple of (od's Preſence in Armies, has cauſed 
thoſe panick Fears which are ſometimes diffuſed 
through them, to be looked upon as Terrors 
ſent from Heaven.
